67:7, Two Spanifh 
Veffels, the one a large Ship, the other a Snow about 
g0 Tons (a Philadelphia built Veflel taken lately, be- 
longing to Glafgow) the Snow at twelve o’Clock at 
Norn bearing S. S. E. diftance two Leagues, being 
little Wind, at lait bore away after us : At two o’Clock 
found they came up with us, and they fired feveral 
Guns to Le. ward, and hoifted a French Jack; immedi- 
ately the Ship bore away alfo: I fhewed him our Co-
